EVENTS IN THE NORTH 


General Ho Ying-chin has returned 
to Pelping whence he made a dramatic 
[departure on June 12 for the purpose 
‘of laying before the Government at 
Nanking certain demands from the 
[Japanese military authorities in the 
North. Those demands were con- 
sidered by him to be impossible and 
they were described as converting 
the North of China into a virtual 
Japenese dominion. Since then 
fovents have developed apace. The 
constant pressure of the Japanese 
military in Tientsin and Peiping has 
indicated that the demands which 
General Ho Ying-chin could not 
accept have practically found fulfl- 
ment by the reshuflling and readjust- 
ments which have occurred in the 
interval, A subversive movement, the 
inspiration of which cannot be ignored, 
has assumed sinister proportions. The 
Government at Nanking has sent 
General Ho Ying-chin to perform a 
dimeult task. It seems to be ai 
cepted in advance that he cannot 
avert the inevitable, This accentus- 
jon of the erisis is further illustrated 
by’ the reports of Japanese troop 
movements. General Sung Cheh- 
jyuan Is now reported to have officl- 
ally" admitted the existence of the 
demand for autonomy. The con- 
[siderations “which prompt ‘that ad- 
‘mission may be variously interpreted. 
Tt would not be surprising it the 
people of the North, troubled by the 
Jalarums and excursions in the midst 
of which they have been moving in 
recent months, had desperately com? 
to the conclusion that support of the 
autonomy prescription might bring 
them some sort of relief. Yet it 
‘would “probably be wrong, in the 
Tight of the pressure to which the 
‘administration in Peiping and else- 
where has been subjected, to assume 
that this attitude reflected any real 
desire {0 break off relations with 
Nanking.

Events in North China find thelr 
origin in the absorption of Jehol by 
Manchoukuo with the support of 
Japanese troops early in 1934 and 
the subsequent signature of the 
‘Tangku Truce on May 31, of that 
year, That agreement created the 
demilitarized zone—an area of 5,000 
square miles between the Great 
Wall and a line running from 
‘Yenching to Lutal. It was accom- 
panied by certain verbal undertak- 
Ings given by the Chinese signatories 
to the Japanese. On the basis of 
those undisclosed terms negotiations 
between the Japanese military 
authorities and the Chinese admini~ 
stration In the North have, from 
time to time, been conducted, The 
tenor of each pronouncement on 
‘such negotiations has established 
the fact that a wide freedom of in- 
terpretation has been consistently 
reserved by the Japanese, so that in 
handling affairs in the North the 
Chinese authorities have been com- 
pelled to follow Japanese dictation 
which has developed an appetite by 
the mere process of feeding. On 
May of this year this journal's Pel- 
ping correspondent reported « sud- 
den turn in the course of events in 
the presentation to General Ho 
Ying-chin, the Chairman of the 
Peiping Military Council (and War 
Minister in the National Govern- 
ment) of certain demands from the 
Kwantung Army. These demands 
were indicated by the subsequent 
removal of the headquarters of the 
opel Provincial Government from 
‘Tientsin to Paotingtu, the elimina- 
tion from the Pelping Military 
Counell of elements declared to be 
unsatisfactory to the Japanese, the 
closing of the local Kuomintang of- 
fices, and the withdrawal—carried 
out with lightning speed—of General 
Yu Hsueh-chang’s troops and the 
resignation of the General himself 
from the charge of the Hopel Gov- 
ernment. The activities of Sun 
Yune-chin at the head of so-called 
Chinese volunteers in the de- 
militarized zone and the murder of 
two Jopanophile Chinese editors in 
the Japanese Concession In Tientsin 
were the ostensible causes of this 
action by the Kwantung Army. 
Early in June the removal of 
General Sung Cheh 
Governorship of Charl 
with all his troops, we 
manded. General Ho Ying 
‘pressed to give a written acceptance 
of the Japanese demands but he 
declined and reported to the Gov- 
ernment at Nanking on June 12. 


On June 18 it was announced that | 
the Government had replaced 
General Sung Cheh-yuan in the 
Governorship of Charhar by General 
Chin Teh-chung ard had appointed 
Mr. Wang Keh-min to be acting 
Chafrman of the Peiping Military 
Council in place of General Huang, 
Fu who had held that appointment 
since May 1934 and had retired 
‘owing to ill-health, Meanwhile the 
Kwantung Army announced that 
General Sung Cheh-yuan and his 
troops, having broken the Tangku 
‘Truce would be regarded as bandits. 
On June 27, Major-General Keniji 
Dothara secured the written agree~ 
ment of General Chin Teh-chung, 
to a settlement of the Charhar 
dispute, including reparation for, 
the arrest of four civilian employees. 
of the Kwantung Army at Changpei | 
on June 5. Rumours of a separatist 
‘movement were current and on June | 
28 some insurgents—among whom’ 
were Japanese “ronin” subsequently 
deported to Japan—seized an 
armoured train and with it launched 
fan attack on Pefping. ‘The attempt 
was quickly suppressed by the local 
Chinese authorities. A lull in the 
situation then followed until on 
‘August 4 the murder of Colonel Liu! 
‘Teo-chiu of the Peace Preservation 
Corps and the wounding of Japanese 
gendarme by Chinese assailants 
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the Japanese Embassy on August 6 
and not released until August 17, 
after a protest by the Government 
at Nanking. On August 28, General 
‘Sung Cheh-Yuan, having apparently 
lost his “bandit” status on the 
‘Japanese books, was appointed Gar- 
rison Commander of the Peiping- 
/Tientsin area with enhanced powers. 





‘The Government also decided 
on the same day to abolish the 
Peiping Political Council — a 


decision which took effect on 
‘September 1, thus terminating the 
two years’ existence of a sorely- 
tried organization. On September 2 
to General Shang Chen who, as 
persona grata to the Japanese, had 
been appointed to succeed General 
‘Yu Hsueh-chang as Chairman of the| 
‘Hopel Government in June, the Jap- 
Janese Consul~General at Tientsin re- 
iterated the demand for the sup- 
pression of terrorist organizations in 
opel and accused the provincial 
authorities of negligence in that | 
regard. -On September 25 disclosure 
of a Japanese military memorandum 
|—attributed to the staff of General 
‘Tada—outlined a definite scheme of 
autonomy for the Northern prov- 
Inces of China.

ment at Tokyo toward the end of 
September. On October 18, Mr.

A conference of 
Japanese diplomatic and military’ 
representatives in China was held 
in Skanghal two days later, Mr 
Arlyoshi’s interpretation was con- 
firmed by Major-General Y.

ent the Premier, M. Laval has more 
than succeeded in holding his own 
against those who were determined 
that, no matter what it cost, his 
[government would have to be 
turned out of office. Up te the 
present M. Laval has encountered 
in the Chamber, two divisions both 
of which have resulted in victories 
as astonishing as they have been 
dramatic, At the beginning of last 
week it looked as though the ex- 
treme Left parties in combination 
would suceced in depriving M. 
Laval of power, but the Imponder= 
ables in mercurial French polities 
have again vindicated themselves 
with the result that M. Laval for 
the moment, at least, is more safely 
in the saddle than he and his sup~ 
porters probably expected.

‘them from doing obviously impos- 
sible tasks. It will not be imagined 
‘that enforcement of this com- 
paratively simple procedure can be 
rapidly achieved. Indeed countries 
which actually have a long history 
‘of factory regulation realize that| 
only by continued inspection ean the 
law be maintained; even then pro- 
secutions disclose ‘breaches. How- 
ever China has made a beginning. 
‘The first stage hos demanded 
‘one valuable administrative re- 
form—the imposition of the obliga~ 
tion for employers to keep 
records of their workers and 
‘make those records available to the 
authorities. China's casual labour'| 
problem is complicated and varied, 
owing partly to the existence of 
‘abuses which arise from the “con- 
tract” labour and the unpaid a 
rentice systems. The employer's 
issumnption of responsibility for his| 
employees is therefore important. 


‘This first stage of the Act’s en- 
forcement also required the existence 
of contracts for apprentices. In 
due course this should help to 
mitigate the disgraceful practice of 
certa:n employers who acquire the 
free services of small boys—the 
supply is pitifully abundant—and_ 
discard them when sickness or ac- 
cident impairs that usefulness. Dr.

Among the measures which It pro- 
posed for strengthening the banking 
system and creating liquidity for the 
financing of commerce and industry, 
the Government early this. monih 
laid emphasis on the need for amend- 
ing the mortgage laws under which 
recent court decisions have caused 
serious concern to the community.

"MORE SANCTIONS 


‘Though the French international 
political situation ig responsible for a 
Gelay in. the consideration of the 
‘pplication. of further sanctions by 
the League of Nations in the Italo- 
Ethiopian dispute, there are indica- 
tions ‘that should’ Geneva decide on 
stopping coal, iron and petrol sup- 
plies to Ttsly. the major countries 
producing such goods will be likely 
te fall into line. ‘The United States 
through the President has alresdy. 
ewapproved the export of these 
materials to aly though this has no 
force of law. So has the Soviet, and 
so also will Rumania fellow suit if 
‘all countries do the same. There is, 
therefore, every possibility of the 
more important sanctions — being 
effective if and when they come into 
operation. ‘The likelihood that Italy. 
‘Would regard such a step as a hostile 
‘act and possibly leave the Leagie is 
contingency which will have to be 
faced. Having once started upon 
Sanctions it is necessary that the 
authority of the League should be 
felt, and that it should prevail in 
utiing a stop to the present hostili- 
lies. “There is undoubtedly some op- 
sition to the League going 30 far, 
but, the situation being what it is, 
Ht would be a confession of lamentable 
weakness, especially should the pres 
tent sanctions not prove as successful 
fas 1s to be hoped, if the inevitably 
logical step of applying more pressure 
by such means were not adopted. 
Complete “American adherence to 
Fuch a scheme cannot be obtained 
until Congress reassembles, and there 
is even then more than a slight 
chance that it will not empower the 
President to take the steps necessary 
to bring about the required embargo. 
Obviously there are many leaks in 
the system, but if they can be 
patched up, the sooner full pressure

appy state of affairs. ‘The fact that

A MISCONCEPTION 

‘The Transocean Kuo Min, report 
to the effect that considerable alarm 
fg felt in ltaly as the news from

DIFFICULT TIMES 

‘The reassembly ot the French 
Parliament to-day is fraught with a 
large number of signifeant  pos- 
sibilities, not only to the country 
Itself. but to others with which it is 
Jat present in very close contact, M. 
[Laval has to meet the Deputles after 
some months of absolute power, in 
Jwhich government has been carried 
fon by decree. Many of the decroes 
Jwhich were issued, especially those 
designed to bring about a balanced 
Dudge:, chiefly by the reduction in the 
pay ot civil servants and. various 
Pensions, have aroused very consider 
fable enmity to M, Laval's government, 
‘and it is to be expected that the Left 
Groups will coalesce for the sole pur- 
ose of forcing him out of office. 
‘They will demand the dissolution of 
the various -Fascist organizations in 
‘the existence of which they see a very 
definite menace to themselves, How 
strong the Fascist organizations ere is 
not definitely ascertainable, but there 
Js every reason to think that not only 
do they represent a very large number 
fof active opponents of socialism, but 
fhave slso the backing of others’ who 
Jare vot so overtly hostile, The issue 
In this respect is between socialists 
and non-socialists, the former seeking} 
o force the government to do what 
they would certainly do themselves 
were they returned to power. How 
far M. Laval will meet’ them in his 
desire to further the policies which 
hhe claims have been the recent salva- 
{ion of France remains to be seen, 
‘thougn it is not unlikely that he will 
refuse to agree to the demands which 
‘will be made upon bim. Should he 
do $0, it Is evident that his govern- 
‘ment will fal, for the Radical Socialist 
Party is the largest parliamentary 
froup and an element to be reckoned 
‘with in any future governmental com- 
binaticn. ‘Together with the Soc!alist-

The natural hatred of the Leftist

French Honour Men Who Fell 
in the Taiping Revolt 


In a simple ceremony, members of 
the French consular and military

FREED MISSIONARY

released from captivity after 413 days 
jn the hands of the Reds, arrived in 
Hankow this evening aboard the 
Siangtan.

Bosshardt, whose last request was: 
“Allow me to preach Christ, and 
remember me on Christmas Day.” 

‘The Swiss missionary, until the last 
minute, had expected to be released 
with his friend, but was finally in- 
formed by his capters that he would 
‘not be released until the demanded 
ransom had been paid.

Mr. E. S. Cunningham, Veteran of Thirty-eight Years 
Service, Attends Office for Last Time 


Mr, Edwin S. Cunningham, who 
for 19 consecutive years has been 
United States Consul-General in 
Shanghal, is a private citizen to-day. 

On Saturday at noon he closed his 
desk and left his office in the Amer~ 
fean Consulate-General for the last 
time. No longer are the problems 
of resident and visiting Americans 
weighing heavily upon his shoulders. 
‘Just before 12 o'clock he signed his 
last letters, His final act os consul 
general was to puthis signature to the 
passport of an American citizen who 
insisted that Mr. Cunningham do this 
before leaving ‘ofice. 

Although Mr. Cunningham's retire- 
‘ment does not become official until 
December 31, he went on leave 








preparatory to hig rotirement. He 
Will remain In Shanghai the 
next three weeks, sailing on Decem- 





ber 21 for hig "native ‘Tennessee, 
where he intends to enjoy a well 
earned rest, 

His calendar is beoked solid with 
social engagements which his friends 
of long standing have arranged to 
precede his departure, At Mr. Cun- 
ingham’s requ-st the majority of 
the parties are small and informal.

EX-MILITARY OFFICER 
EXTRADITED 


Alleged to have Misappropriated 
$15,000 Government Funds 


After being detained for more than 
three months. Chang Tso-zung, who 
declared himself as the secretary of 
the late Dr. Sun Yat-sen in 1916. 
was ordered by the Second Speci 
District Court on Tuesday, Nov. 26, 
to be extradited to the military court 
of the Ministry of War, Nanking, on 

‘charge of misappropriation of $15.-

ing that he was falsely accused by 
one Van Za-sun who had a personal 
grudge against him, and that he had 
never been named Chang ‘Tse-how, 
the name under which the Chinese 
authorities originally prosecuted. 
‘The accused was arrested on Octo- 
ber 11 at his home, 7 King Kou! 
Chun alleyway, Route Pere Robert,! 
by an_officer of the Shanghal-Woo- 
sung Garrison with the assistance of

Kyung-yih, a law school ‘graduate 
employed by a Chinese publishing 
hhouse, offered any resistance when 
the detectives arrested him.

WARNING TO SILVER 
SMUGGLERS 


Japanese Consulate Circulates 
an Admonition 


Japanese residents in Shangoa‘ on 
Sunday were warned against takins 
part in silver smuggling activities, in

CHAPE! CHILDREN’S 
CLINIC REPORT 


Over 11,000 Treated 
Six Months 


The activities of the Shanghai 
‘Child Welfare Clinic in Chapel for 
the past six months ended Septem- 
ber, 1035 are outlined in 9 report 
made by Dr. Grace Huang. super- 
inlendent of the clinic, which was 
recently submitted to. the National 
Child Welfare Association of China 
‘The records for attendance at the 
slinie during the past half year, said 
Dr. Huang, showed a total of 11,159 
patients. Of these Si per cent 
were boys and 39 per cent were girls. 
‘The youngest group from birth to two. 
‘years of age, according to the record 
‘of distribution for the age of patients, 
was 441 per cent. and the group 
between three snd six was 181 per 
‘cent; seven to 12, 193 per cent. and 
13 to 16 was 205 per cent. The high 
percentage of the youngest zroup 
| probably shows that the discases are 
more prevalent among the infants, 
whose parents of the Chapel areas 
have scantly knowledge of hygiene.

DR. FEARN RECALLS 
OLD SHANGHAI 


The Forgotten Era When 
Women Were Useless 


‘The “good old days” of Shanghai 
were described on Tuesday, Nov. 28, 
by Dr. Anne Walter Fearn, who’ has 
‘spent 42 years in this country, when 
‘she spoke before members and guests: 
of the International Arts Theatre, 

“When T left home,” said Dr. 
Fearn,” my ‘mother placed a ten: 
dollar’ gold plece in my hand and 
Fequested me to cable the one word 
‘safe’ on “my arrival. Instead, 
cabled the word ‘delight’ and that 
word has described my China senti- 
ments consistently.”

WORLD IN NEED OF 
BIMETALLISM 


Mr, W. H. King, U.S. Senator, 
Explains Views 


Expressing the opinion that all 
nations of the world should adopt 
Dimetallism, and making an_ appeal 
for world peace, Mr. William H. King: 
‘a Senator from Utah, and leader of 
the “silver states,” addressed a gather- 
ing of members of the American 
‘University Club at a luncheon held 
the American Club on Monday, Ni 
25. ‘The Senator is a member of the 
‘American Congressional party passing 
through Shanghal in the President 
Jefferson, after having attended the 
Inauguration of the Commonwealth 
Government in Manita. 

‘Mr. King spoke on the subjects of 
silver and peace. In. regard to the 
former, he was emphatic In his belief 
that it would be @ benef to the whole 
world if all nations adopted bimetal- 
sm, on the theory: that, if a nation 
‘based its credits on gold and silver, 
there would be more money and, 
consequently, more prosperity. Price:

reap higher rewards. General pros: 
erity and improved conditions woule 
Drevail,

Progress of Research Told 
to Rotary Club

"AS an evidence.” sald Professor 

1, “ot the remarkable renaissance 
that is going on in China at the 
[present time, a great deal of research 
fx being cartied on In‘varlous phases 
Jot the cultural history of China. All 
the larger universities are engaged in 
it Under the auspices of the 
Academia Sinica, a learned organiza- 
tion similar to natlonal academies in 
other countries, a number of scholars 
fare pursuing extensive. studies in 
history, linguistics, ceramics, folk-lore, 
ate. A significant fact ts that tn this 
eld of research in Chinese culture, 
contributions have also come from 
foreign scholarship, showing that 
learning is international in character, 
‘and knows no political barrie 

‘As illustrations of the work 
on in the last thirty years, the 
‘speaker mentioned and briegy deseri- 
bed the unearthing of the Sinanthro- 
us Pekinensis (the Peking Man) in 
1927-9, at Chou K'ou Tien, about fifty 
miley ‘south-west of Peiping, the dis- 
covery of the ich collection of 
‘Tang and Sung Dynasty manuscripts, 
books and paintings in the Stone 
Chamber at ‘Tun Huang, Kansu, in 
1907 by Sir Aurel Stein, and’ the 
Jarchaeological excavations at. the 
feneolithfe site at An Yang, Honan, 
by Dr. Li Chi and others in 1928 and 
the following years. 


Important Excavations 

“The archaeological excavations at 
‘An Yang Drought to light the 
life and literature of the people of Yin 
Jor Shang Dynasty, and pushed authen- 
le written history back at least 1,500 
years B.C. These people were great 
believers in divination and have left 
hehind them huge stores of oracle 
‘bones with» inscriptions. These in- 
jseribed “bones, and the stone and 
bronze implements and pottery. ass0- 
Jciated with them reveal the arts and 
Jerafts, the social customs, ‘and re- 
ligious beliefs of a pastoral people, 
who had taken up agriculture, who 
knew the art of brewing wine, and 
were engaged in trade with remote 
regions. Hunting as a form of of 
ganized recreation’ and. warfare 
seemed to occupy a large part of their 
{time and attention. 

“The ‘Tun Huang discovery was 
perhaps the richest single haul of 
Jancient, manuseripis and paintings 
lever achieved by anyone. Sir Aurel 
found. the walled-up stone chamber, 
ynine feet square. and ten feet high, 
tied to the ceiling with 15,000 rolls 
(books) sewed up in 1130. cloth 
bundles, each containing” a dozen 
pleces. He was able to examine most 
fof them, and to select 3,000 rolle and 
56,000 detached pieces. These have 
‘been carefully restored and studied, 
jand now are in the possession of the

TO BE ABOLISHED 


New Council Economy Fully 
Effective in 5 Years 


‘The Shanghai Municipal Council has 
notified employees that Chinese 
language ‘monthly boneses will be 
abolished, that the present lump sun 
bonus will be revised and continued 
im the form of a prize or award for 
fatlaining a high stondard rather than 
‘2 bonus for merely passing again 
examinations, thita similar system of 
awards or other suilable measure for 
Japanese police will be introduced, 
land that corresponding measures will 
'bo Introduced in the ‘Indian Branch 
of the service and the standard of 
the examinations raised. 

‘These alterations in-the scheme of 
[Chinese language allowanees, which 
at the moment. cest approximately 
$250,000 per annum, about three-fifths 
of which is charged to the Police 
Department, will not be wholly effec- 
tive until the expiration of five years, 
it being felt that the  interesis of 
lower paid members of the staff 
should be safeguarded by cessation 
nly after long notice, tn this con- 
nection mention “was also made. of 
he fact that children's bonuses are 
being withdrawn on’ December 3 
Under the new scheme of language 
allowanees it is not proposed to in-

Dr. Erle Reid 

A career which promised to be 
brilliant in the world of medical re- 
‘search was suddenly cut short by the 
death at the Country Hospital on 
November 24 of Dr. Bric Reld, aged 29, 
who had been on the staff of the 
Lester Institute for Medical Research 
during the past two and a half years, 
Dr. Reid was injured as a result of 
fall during a practice game of foot~ 
ball on October 24 but during the 
past month had been making a steady 
Fecovery, and his death therefore 
eame ag a shock to his many friends. 

Dr. Reid was born at” Gamrie, 
Banffshire, Scotland, and he started 
hhis medical career at Aberdeen Unt 
versity, where he obtained his Bach 
lor of Science, Master of Arts, and 














was for two years at 
Research Institute, Aberdeen, where 
the was engaged in research work on 
the absorbtion of food stufls by the 
human body, He afterwards went to 
‘America, where he carried on the 
same branch of medicine for the 
period of a year. “During his three 
years at the Rowett Institute, and in 
Tamerica he was receiving a three 
Years’ scholarship granted by the 
Ministry of Agriculture for Scottand. 

He came to Shanghai as an Asso- 
clate Member of the Lester Institute 
for Medical Research, and helped to 
dovelop the Institute's programme 
with regard to nutrition. He did 
very well at the Institute, and was 
showing promise. He paid 
articular ‘attention to the develop- 
ment of soya bean, milk powder for 
infant feeding und under’ his diree- 
tion ‘the Institute undertook a series 
of dietary surveys in the institutions 
‘and faciories of Shanghai. It was 
Particularly noticeable how much he 
was respected and liked by his for 
ign colleagues and friends, and by 
all the Chinese with whom he came 
Into contact. “A member of the staff 
‘at the Lester Institute stated that 
Dr, Reid would certainly have had & 
Drilliant future before him in the 
world of medical research had he 
lived. Dr. Reid was a member of the 
Union Church.

‘As regards the investments _in 
|shares of local companies, practically 
no changes were made’ during the 
year, the nominal value on Septem-

‘The expenditure to date on the 
two rubber estates in Malaya and a 
Working Account for the year ended 
JAugust 31, 1995, are shown for the 
first time this year. ‘The two estates 
jin Java, owing to a very largely 
reduced’ Export Allowance under 
the Restriction Scheme. did not quite 
Jmake both ends meet and incurred 
‘a small loss of Gullders 1873.5.

The sole’ reason for’ the 
Jdecrease in the proftt shown is that, 
this year our two Malayan. proper- 
es “only earned Shai $51,105.50 as 
Jcompared with Shai $129.214.38 last 
year. ‘There were two main factors 
that ‘contributed towards this result. 
Firstly, owing to restriction, the out- 
put of ‘rubber was smaller by 201,422 
ibs. and secondly the estate cost of 
production was higher by 1.20 pence 
}per pound. “As a slight compensa~ 
fon ,the average net price realized 
tor cur product this year was just 
over one half penny per pound| 
Phigher than it was last, had the out 
ut been the same this year as it 
was last, then the Increase in cost, 
Jwoutd have been only 9/10ths of a 
Penny per, pound. 

Turning to planting matters, I will 
Jdeal with the main producer ‘Bukit 
[Sembilan Estate first. When we ac- 
Jquired this estate it had been starved 
for money for a lengthy period and 
Jeonsequently was in a very. dirty. 
condition. With the incidence of; 
restriction ‘and the resultant im- 
provement in the prospects of the 
rubber Industry = thorough cleaning 
‘up was taken” in hand. This has 
Jeost a lot of money and is a cone 
tributory cause to the poor result 
Jof the working for the year, but 1) 
Jam pleased to state that the’ whole| 
estate is now free from lallang and 
Jother noxious growths and has been 
equipped with an adequate system 
lof roads and drains. The upkeep in 
the future should be very much 
cheaper, in fact for the current year 
It is estimated to be exactly ‘half 
what it cost during the year under 
review. 

‘The estate has never been equipped 
with proper buildings, and a fairly 
Jextensive building programme was| 
necessary. The new bungalow for 
the manager was ‘completed and 
should, 1 think, prove a very com 
fortable dwelling. Two coolie lines 
Jand a store and garage were also 
erected and extensions were made to 
the factory and packing shed. All 
other buildings were given the 
necessary upkeep and measures were 
fngugurated for improving the Water 
Supply. 

Tam glad to be able to report 
that ‘the anti-malarial measures that 
have been adopted have had the 
effect of greatly improving the health 
Jof the labour force, and as a con- 
sequence it is now easy to secure 
jcoolies, and the manager is able to| 
ick only the better types. 

‘There is little to say about Taiping 
Estate as it is still closed down and 
lis Export Allowance is being | pro- 
[duced by Bukit Sembilan. ‘The trees 
fare reported to continue to benefit 
from the long rest they are having. 
HUpkeep was confined to eradicating. 
Tallang, and other rough growths. 
[The buildings were given the neces- 
sary upkeep and may be said to be| 
fin reasonably good condition. 

‘As regards the two estates in Java, 
the new basis for assessing the Stan- 
dard Production adopted by tha} 
[Netherlands East Indies Government 
for 1085, has hit. them very 
heavily and their Export Allow- 
Jance hag been reduced by nearly one: 
half. "The agents in Java went into, 
the ‘question of making an appeal, 
Jagainst the Assessment very carefully; 
but as the allowance granted con-| 
{forms to the formula adopted they 
feame to the conclusion that to do so| 
would be useless. ~The Standard 
[Production should show an aulomatic 
increase in 1938, owing to the trees 
being one year cider. 

‘Export righte are now selling at a 
very satisfactory price and if any- 
jwhere near the present price can be; 
obtained for 1936, it will probably be| 
‘more profitable to sell the rights and 
put the estates on a care and main- 
Hfenance basis. This question is now 
fbeing gone into. 























‘The estates themselves were given 
‘the necessary upkeep and they are

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MORTGAGE LAWS 
Mr. J..K, Choy's Explanation 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Cumna Daty News” 

‘Sum—We thank you for your com- 
‘ment on the subject of mortgages 
which appeared in your Leader of| 
November 23rd, and appreciate th: 
interest evinced on a question which 
Ig at once peculiar and unique in the’ 
City of Shanghal. In order to clarity 
the polnts underlying the proposals 
for reform, we wish to dwell on some 
‘aspects of the complicated and de- 
fective land system which justify our 
proposed scheme for the foreclosure 
of mortgages. 

Let us take the familiar Consular 
‘Title Deed for instance. Essentially, 
a consular title deed is a deed reg- 
istered Ina consulate in the name 
‘of a foreigner, who holds the land 
in mony cases In trust for a bene- 
flclary owner, who is given the title 
deed besides the declaration of trust 
dy the registered owner, This is a 
very extraordinary case which can 
be found only in China. Cases have 
occurred where land title changes 
hands through the issuance of a new 
deed to a new owner upon applica~ 
tion by the registered owner with- 
‘out the cognizance of the old owner, 
‘and where the court invariably rules| 
that ‘the original owner still retains 
the legal title and that the subsequent 
owner is merely a tresspasser in the 
land of the original owner. 

‘Again, cases abound where the reg 
{istered ‘owners have failed to keep 
track of the whereabouts and ad- 
dresses of the beneficiary owners 
and have no means of communicating| 
with them. Consequently registered 
owners in ‘many instances have been| 
bearing the burden of taxation in- 
tended for the beneficiary owners. 


‘The relation between the registered 
owner and the beneficiary owner 
has been found most unsatisfactory. 
‘There are many cases in which the| 
beneflelary owner furnishes only 
specimen chop in the record of the 
istered owner instead of a speci- 
en signature in addition, of, for 
people who cannot write,’ a finger 
print for Indentifieation. Due to this 
Inadequate record and the lack of 
other detailed informations about the 
beneficlary owner, and also to the| 
ignorance of legal procedures and 
practices on the part of the general 
public, many unscrupulous parties 
have ‘secured tle deeds, trustee’ 
ertifeates and even the chops of 
Jawtul owners by illegal means, and 
obtained Joans on mortgages. The 
lenders of such money may be acting 
in good faith, but legally they re 
ceive no protection for the money 
ent on stolen property. 

In view of the complicated nature 
of the land problem and the defects 
as aforesaid, the registration of 
‘mortgages with the Land Bureau is 
the only effective measure of afford- 
ing legal protection to both parties, 
the mortgagor and the mortgagee. 
‘The procedure of registration re- 
quires the careful scrutiny of the 
title deeds and all relevant tacts 
relating to ownership; hence the ac- 
ceptance ot the deeds for registration 
bespeaks the legality of their possess 
or. Makers of loans on registered 
mortgages may feel assured that they 
are dealing with legal title owners, 
and unserupulous persons will find 
it more dimeult to exploit ‘the un- 
protected, lawful owners. The proce 
dure, ‘therefore, is a necessary one 
for the protection of the public. 


For the equitable protection of 
both the interests of the mortgagor 
‘and mortgagee, the court must be 
the final authority for the redress of 
grievances. On this question, a con-| 
trary view also seems to have been 
shared by a very prominent financier 
who, in his letter addressed to the 
undersigned, remarked that “so long| 
as appeals can be made to the courts, 
there are obvious possibilities of ob- 
struction” But in view of | the 
peculiar and extraordinary land situa- 
tion in Shanghai, we fail to find 
adequate reasons ‘for abolishing final 
appeals to courts. By our registr 
tion ‘methods the cases for appeal 
would be lessened, if not eliminated, 
since many of the existing defec's 
and abuses will be removed. Before 
the establishment of the Land Tri 
bunal according to the Land Laws, 
the Special District Court wilt only. 
handle provisionally special cases re~ 
Sarding mortgages that cannot be. 
‘Adjusted administratively “under the 
registration system. 


The provision requiring the mort- 
age to furnish a guarantee as a 
condition for a sale by auction is for 
disputed cases as the above for the 
protection of the true legal owners, 
‘but in practice the Land Commis. 
sioner. will seldom exercise such 
ower ‘unless he. is absolutely certain 
that the mortgagee has 100 per cent. 






















































‘The best land system is the Tor- 
ens System, and even in this System. 
court procedure concerning the fore- 
closure of mortgages is not elimin- 
ated. In the Torrens System, as 
praclised in the United States, all 
transactions, such as 
leases, and liens must be recorded in. 
the certificate of title. The title 
deeds are guaranteed by the govern-| 
ment and every transfer of deeds 
‘must be authorized by an authorized 
gent. A mortgage is generally pre- 
pared by an attorney for the mort- 
Engee, and the mortgagor must 
fexecule it before a notary public 
undertaking to comply with the terms| 
fand conditions of the mortgagee. In| 
the event of the mortgagor failing to 
comply with the conditions in ‘the 
mortgage, the mortgagee may at one: 
take legal steps to foreclose the 
mortgage. A petition to the Land 
Court may be sent by the mortgagee 
for the foreclosure, and after a cer- 
lain period of grace, usually about 
}30 days, as provided by law the 
‘mortgage may be sold by auction. A. 
system as such is simple, and con- 
tains many commendable points that} 
may. be used as reference In our 
‘efforts for the reform of our Land 
system. 

‘We realize that the land situation 
in Shanghai needs a thorough study 
from all angles. We feel that it is 
only through the co-operation of all 
the parties concerned such as the 
press, the Land Associations, Realty 
Companies, Consular — Registration 
‘OMces, legal practioners, "bankers 
‘and other experts that Shanghai could 
effect some fundamental reform on 
land. ‘We shall welcome all con- 











structive suggestions that may. be 
conducive to the solution of this 
great. problem.

‘May I ask by whom; it 
fg certainly not my experience after 
more than 25 years in Shanghai. Hav- 
‘ing pointed out what he terms  the| 
complications and defects in the local 
and system, we then come to the 
real titbit. Says Mr. Choy, let me 
prescribe the remedy for’ all these 
Jdificulties, it is very simple, and it is 
this: register your mortgages with 
the Land Bureau and all these com- 
plications and defects which I have 
Feferred to will fade away.

the possibilities of those conditions 
|which would make for 4 permanent 
|world peace. Possibly no man really 
suffered more from the jaundiced 
outlook en industry which 19th cen- 
tury industrial ¢onditions had en- 
gendered than Arthur Her 
| HIna he been brought up to regard most 
phases of industry as "ways of ite” 
mstead of as impositions by which 
lo earn one's daily bread, he would 
probably have recognized the greater 
possibility of eliminating war in- 
directly by the development of dom- 
‘nating interests in the lives of all 
people rather than by depending upon 
restrictive influences: but his own 
training in Industrial life had prob- 
ably been too hard for this. And so 
it came about that he led the way 
towards peace along those lines which 
seemed to him most promising. And 
well and truly did he fight for his 
ideals and we may well hope that 
before he died he had the privilege 
of realizing that at least some of his 
endeavours would come to fruition 
that never again would war be 
tered upon without the supertor! 
of the truer victories of peace boing 
fully emphasized. ‘That progress to- 
wards a truly fundamental peace was 
slow he must again and again have 
felt, but as I remember him he could 
regard the gloomiest world-outlook 
in an optimistic sqrt

Whilst a decisive naval victory 
have been good for the morale of 
the Allies, a defeat would have been 
disastrous’ and would have meant 
their complete collapse within a few 
months. ‘The mastery of the seaz, 
then in the hands of Britain. had to 
be retained; further, the losses neces- 
sarily sustained in a clean-cut victors” 
would) even have weakened the 
British defence against submarine 
warfare, 

From this aspect therefore, the 
battle swas nota victory for’ the 
British fleet, but it wos a defeat tor 
the German’ Meet. ‘Transport of men, 
munitions of war and food continued 
ag before, whilst the submarine 
blockade was gradwatly overcome, No 
further naval action occurred, and by 
selaining the contro} of the seas the 
‘lllies were able to bring the war 
to a successful conclusion. 

"The importance of the Battle of 
Jutland, therefore. sinks into in- 
significance when regarded from this 
viewpoint. “The course of the wat 
was hardly affected by the battle, 
whereas a defeat of the British feet 
would "have completely changed 
world history. 

I venture to suggest that Oswald 
Spengler, the Gorman _ historian, 
would classify the batlle as ahistorlc, 
in that it has had no effect upon 
history.

A PROPOSED MERGER 
Mr, Hughes’ Comments 


"To the Editor of the

Sin-—An article dealing with the 
proposed merger of the | New 
Engineering Works with the Shang- 
hhal Dock Company, apparently taken 
from "Finance and. Commerce.” 
appears in your Issue of Nov. 28. 
As it entirely fails to prevent the 
position from the point of view of 
the preference shareholders it has 
bboen suggested by some of them that 
T request the courtesy of your 
correspondence columns to assist us 
in correcting any impression which 
may be unfairly conveyed by the 
article In question that the preference 
shareholders were abusing thelr pri- 
uileged position to extort from the 
ordinary shareholders more than was 
fair as the price of their consent to 
fa scheme admittedly in the best, in- 
torests of all concerned. ‘The 
situation is much more complex than 
‘would appear from a perusal of the 
artlele, “Tt would indeed appear prob- 
‘able that the ordinary shareholders 
hhave not fully comprehended the 
stubborn facts ‘with which they are 
confronted, 

Before the proposed merger could 
bbe put into effect it was neces 
fo secure the consent of the prefer 
nee shareholders to the surrender of 
thelr legal rights inherent in shares 
of this nature. The offer made on 
behalf of the ordinary, shareholders 
fag an inducement for “them to do 
so was embodied in the resolution 
submitted at the meeting of prefer~ 
ence shareholders held on Nov. 20. 
‘The resolution was defeated by 
8 large: majority. 

1's true, ns” potated out in the 
‘article, that! the "preference shares 
‘were originally given to the ordinary 
shareholders as a bonus out of huge} 
profits realized by the Company. | On| 
the other hand it appears that they 
were quickly disposed of by those to} 
whom they were allotted ond at this 
time only few of the principal holders 
of ordinary Shares “are holders. of| 
Preference Shares. Tt was stated. al 
the meeting that only two of the 
directors, one of whom had acquired| 
‘a small holding a few days previously 
eld any. Preference Shares. 

"The distribution of the shares has 
an Important bearing on the matter. 
‘The Ordinary Shareholders with no) 
Preference Shares naturally look upon 
the latler as an incubus to be got rid. 
of as cheaply as possible, ‘Those who| 
hhave holdings about equal are, as in- 
dividuals, disinterested as regards the: 
terms offered to the Preference Share-| 
holders ag what they ‘lose on the: 
swings they make up on the round- 
abouts’. The Preference Sharcholders| 
‘must, therefore, exercise the greatest 
of: care in safeguarding their own 
Aegitimate interests. 

‘The altitude of the Ordinary Share 
holders implied in the offer they make | 
to the. Preference Shareholders. 
analogous to a person who, having 
mortgaged his property, demands that 




















they are not entitled to any shares! 
Jin the assets that have been pledged 
to meet them. ‘This fact appears to 
hhave been entirely overlooked in 
making the offer to the Preference 
Shareholders. As an inducement to 
them to accept they were offered a 
half share in certain surplus assets to 
which It was alleged they were not 
‘entitled. Apart from the very doub'- 
ful value of such assels the offer 
actually implied give up your priority 
claim on these assets and we will 
share them with you. 

But this extraordinary offer goes 
to even further lengths in its sublime 
indifference to the legitimate claims 
Jot the Preference Sharcholders. Tt 
limplied that the Ordinary and Prefer- 
lence Shares had equal intrinsic values 
lwhich is far from being true.

Now the application is to be made 
by the company or any person liable| 
for the default and in order to deter-_ 
mine what is the meaning of “liable” 
one must look to the immediately 
Preceding part of the section. ‘There 
It is cloar that the lisbiity is a “fine 
not exceeding $500 a day for every 
day during whieh the default con- 
tinues. 

“The application is for relief by 
the company or any person liable 
for the default, ie. for penalties tor 
the default, and the relief can only 
be relief from the penalties. 

“It was argued by counsel, for the 
Crown that the relief granted by the 
order was merely permission to file 
the documents within seven days and | 
so escape further penalties and that 
it did not affect the liabilities for the | 
default prior to the order. In sup- 
port it was stafed that the Registrar 
©f Companies was not permitted to 
‘accept documents presented out of time | 
and that to enable him to do so an 
order was necessary. 

‘Counsel for the Crown was un- 
able to give me any authority for 
this proposition and I have been 
unable to find any authority for it in 
the. Ordinance. I think that this 
cannot be the case. If it were and 
the court came to the conclusion 
that no relief ought to be granted in 








incur the penalties imposed by the 
‘Ordinance. 

“T do not think that the order can 
mean that a period of seven days 
is given Im which to file the docu- 
ments. The order clearly states that 
the period for filing is extended for 
seven days trom the date of the 
order. The period allowed in the 
order expired on July 13, 1935, and 
if it is extended from the date of| 
the order it must ipso facto be ex- 
tended to the date of the order. If 
the order meant to give seven days 
in which to fle the documents it| 
would have sald so. expressly. Jt 
does not do so and I do not think 
that such an order could have been. 
made under Section 44 (3) which 
gives power only to extend the time 
of fling. 

“Section 44 (3)_gors on to provide 
the method of granting relief and 
that is by making an order extend- 
ing the time for the delivery of the 
document for such time as the court 
‘may think proper. 

“Therefore In granting an extention 
of time for filing a document the 
‘court has granted relief and the re- 
lief granted is relief from the penal- 
ties imposed by the Ordinance for 
default in Ming a document within 
the prescribed time. 

“I find that the order of November 
19, 1995, does exempt the accused 
from any penalties for the whol 
period of the default and therefore 
the case must be dismissed.” 





Frivolous Charge Dismissed 

Mr. C. H. Haines, Registrar, charac- 
terised “a ‘witness's reply ‘as “in- 
genious” in H. M, Police Court 
on Tuesday, Nov. 26, when the wit- 
ness, after ‘saying he knew nothing.

Dashan Singh, an employee, had 
been seen in the shop; there was 
‘absolutely no evidence that he was 
in any way implicated.

Exhibition opening at Burlington 
House on ‘Thursday, which have 
hitherto ‘been jealously hidden from 
ail but the experts, arrangers and 
Gecorators, were to-day revealed at 
‘2. preliminary Inspection. .

dealers to be delivered to a certain 
address—that address, of course, 
being the night club’ in question. 
Anybody may buy liquid refresh- 
‘ment and consume it wherever he| 
desires. The only thing is that a 
small entrance fee is needed for 
membership to cover the cost of the 
orchéstra and the entertainment. 
‘And as whisky costs only eleven and 
sixpence a bottle officially and the 
wine company charges a mere 
{thirty-five shillings a bottle, with 
proportionate prices for champagne, 
and two pounds an hour for the 
presence of one of the blonde 
hostesses at the table—that is if they 
are not engaged for the demand is 
very great and they have a sort of 
timetable arrangement to govern 
thelr movements and charges— 
things are not so bad on the whole. 
One newspaper estimated that the 
jcombined takings were round about 
£40,000 a week. 


‘The scene at a certain club in 
‘Regent Street, not so far from the 
magnificent shop where Mr. Austin 
Reed sells shirts, socks, ties and 
suits, is worth reporting. ‘The first 
thing Is to get past the door.

HERE might be some possible saribitrariness in attempting to apply 
to the whole of China.a series of observations derived from the 


examination of the situation in some limited area or in some particular 
place or region. However. though every distriet, every province, has its 
‘own characteristics and brings to the work of reconstruction its own 
contribution, which varies according to ils sspirations and needs; though 
‘the problem of chief importance in one place may be only of secondary 


{interest in another; though modern 


methods are being introduced more 


rapidly in some parts of the country than in others; and, lastly, though 
the character of the people differs in the east and the west, in the north 
‘and the south, no traveller, even merely passing through this immense 


territory, can fail to be struck by its 


homogeneity or to admire the deep 


rooted unity, forged by thousands of years of common history, of the 
nation that owns it. In spite of the diversity of conditions in the various 
regions of the country. the existence of common aims and aspirations 
is already apparent, and national endeavour seems to take a definite 


direction. 


Tt is therefore legitimate to try to outline in some brief 


observations the general trend of the development of reconstruction in

that, after the ‘necessity for main- 
taining internal order, It is the 
examination of such ‘practical re- 
construction problems " that now 
[claims universal attention and forms 
the stuff of the true publle ilfe of

Experiments they are, in the sense 
that the Introduetion, Into an ime 
/memorially stable society, of economie 
and technical forms developed in dit- 
ferent climates and against different, 
‘historical backgrounds, necessarily 
jentalls continual adjustments and 
adaptations. From ‘time to time, @ 
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diMeult choice has to be made, and 
ean only be made successfully it the 
cautious and moderate methods of ex~ 
perimental research are followed. But 
Nexperiments” is not the right word 
if Its Intention Is to depreciate the 
benefits already secured, or to imply 
that they are precarious, 

‘The surest sign that Chinese re- 
construction has passed the stage of 
projects and is entering upon the 
perlod of application and section is to 
be, found In the Increased consclous- 
nets of the national and local condi- 
tions and characteristic for which 
practical allowance must be made, and 
the national and local dificulties in-| 
volved inthe work of reconstruc-| 
ton. The lessons af the first attempts| 
‘=lessons in realism—have been learnt. 
‘There 1s no longer any idea of wav- 
Ing a magle wand and transforming 
China overnight Into a Power with 
the economle.struclure and technical 
equipment of the United States or 
Western Europe; nor of copying =| 
foreign model and. imposing it upon. 
the reallly of Chinese conditions, 
whether it sults them or not, without 
any attempt at original invention or 
‘gradual re-creation. ‘The first essen-| 
al 1s to understand China, to grasp 
ils immediate possibilities, its contem-| 
porary needs, its present position, 
Interpreted when necessary’ in the 
Uight of its past. Foreign economic 
systems derived from. the West oF 
the Soviet Union provide matter for| 
reflection, or, at the most, lines of 
fuldance, Western technique, | oF 
rather technique without any label of 
origin—for, although China Is and 
hhas long been borrowing from the 
West, the West has often borrowed 
from’ China—is merely an Instrument; 
land in every case it is necessary to 
verlty the conditions under which 
that Instrument can be properly ap- 
plied to the Chinese problem, for the| 
Use of technical ‘methods may lea 
to different results In China’ tho 
Produces elsewhere, since the practi- 
eal conditions are not the same, 


Re-Discovery of Old Traditions 


It Is essential to proceed empiric 
ly, with a thorough grasp of natio.at 
characteristics. This. applies, though 
In varying degrees, to every feld of 
reconstruction: education, which has, 
‘everywhere a national tinge, and ever. 
when modern—especially when mod-| 
ern~—must always be contemplated in 
the light of the precise functions to 
be performed by its subjects in the 
national community; | administration, 
which cannot be reformed without 
regard to its ancient traditions; rural 
organization, which is. linked by| 
secular custom to the most archaic 
Dut still respected bellets. But it ap- 
piles also in the fleld of industrializ 

Mon, where room must be found for 
Tocai arty and crafts, and even in 
public works and public health. ‘The 
conditions for the safety of a bridge, 
‘or the preservation of a man's health, 
Belong to universal science and are 
everywhere identical; but the methods 
‘of constructing, mainiaining, oF fnar 












































irrigation or for the development of 
public health in rural districts, can 
only be determined by reference to| 
the needs, habits, mode of life, and 
administrative and sceinl organization 
‘of the communities concerned, and 
they vary according to the commun 
ity, according to whether it is in 
China or elsewhere, oF in one part 
of China or another.

‘The needs of economic and technical 
reconstruction, or the lessons of a few) 
years of practical reconstructive worle 
have not indeed In themselves su! 
Aced to create this new state of

Deepened National Sentiment, 

‘Ther? has been what is perhaps a! 
normal and logical deepening of na- 
Honal sentiment, which. in the early 
days of the Chinese revolution, theugh 
fervent and sometimes violent, was 
curlously allied in many people with 
servility to foreign inspiration.

tion,’ to draw ‘everything, or almos

jes of every grade to keep a conslant 
rasp of the views and interests of 
the country people and gradually 
‘come to represent them, while the

‘own organization, dependent on them | 
and placed at thelr service.

In a country of the size of China, 
Jsome of whose provinces are as large 
‘as European States, and where only 
recently’ the distances were (and still, 
are to some extent) increased by the 
jiack of modern means of communica 
tion, the provineial authorities must 
be in many cases the real centres of 
direct action and experiment. Never- 
theless, he fundamental unity . of 
‘China, its quasi-biologieal cohesion— 
the equivalent in Its own way of a 
[collective training, although dimeult 
to express in terms of Western public 
aw—enables Chinese reconstruction 
to proceed smoothly notwithstanding 
the existing differences in regional 
Jana local conditions and the énevit- 
fable dispersion of efforts. 

Tt ig the duly, and it should be the 
essential task, of the Central Govern- 
Jment to maintain this unity and 
harmony of the national endeavour. 
Outside its own exclusive spheres, the| 
[Central Government in many cases 
fg called upon chiefly to co-ordinate: 
provinelal activities, to encourage 
With its technical and fnancial as- 
sistance those which appear to It to 
serve the national interest and to 
‘discourage those of which it con- 
Siders the continuance to be contrary 
to this interest. ‘The mere work of 
jco-ordinating, assisting and. supervis- 
fing these activities is im itself a heavy 
task. ‘The actual stage in the work! 
Jot reconstruction reached by each, 
province in regard to each of the 
[problems involved is sometimes im- 
perfectly known. A province con- 
‘cerned with some particular technical 
[problem may be ignorant of the steps| 
Taken to solve that same problem in 
@ distant or even in a neighbouring, 
province. Even the department con 
cerned in the Central Government 1s 
not always aware of them. 

Co-ordination of Effort 


One of the main tasks of the Na- 
ional Government in the matter of 
technical reconstruction is to devise 
some means of keeping in close touch 
‘with the provinces, facilitating the 
exchange ‘of information —belween 
them in regard to the results of their 




















Nanking the frults of the common 
fexperience in order to make thera 
available for the whole of China. In 
this connection, the League's technical 
‘co-operation can also be beneficial. 
It is enabling the Government to add 
to national experience for the beneG| 
of all public institutions participating 
In the work of reconstruction. the 
Jeonclusions that may be drawn trom 
the research made and the results 
obtained In foreign countries. 

'e technical organizations of the 
‘League take only a very modest part 
fn the work of reconstruction thus 
pursued. Not to overrate or over 
estimate its bearing is one of the 
essential conditions of the success of 
the League's co-operation 


League's Co-Operation 
‘The methods of co-operation as 
‘they have been ‘contemplated in the 
request from the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and in the Council resolutions. 
may vary according to the nature of 
the technical fleld in which the co- 
operation is exereised, and in rela 
tion to each separate problem under: 
jeonsideration. A small number 
lexperts or ‘representatives of the 
League's technical organizations may 
bbe detached for a long period to as- 
‘sist a Chinese technical service in 
the continued study of the group of 
problems falling within its province. 
Certain highly qualified and spe 
cialized experts may be sent on a 
‘shorter temporary mission to be con 
‘sulted by the Chinese authorities on 
Jsome particularly delicater or im- 
portant question. In other cases 
(especially those relating to some 
problem of reconstruction. the solu: 
tion of which depends less ‘on the 
Jconclusions which could be ‘drawn 
from world experience and technical 
selence as such than on the con- 
Jsideration of national and local ele- 
ments), the League's "technical ‘co- 
‘operation may be confined to facilitat- 
ing the studies and enquiries of 
Chinese “specialists visiting other 
countries.

_ _ The floods of the past summer were 
caused by exceptionally heavy sea- 
sonal rains, which came up from the 
Southwest, passed over the Yangtze 
Valley, and produced an extraordin- 
ary downpour in the Tsinlingshan at 
the end of June and the beginning, 
of July, During the month of June 
observation stations in the Yangtze 
Valley reported rainfall from 30 per 
cent, to 100 per cent. above the 
normal, and at Changsha the gure 
was even higher. No figures are 
available from the Tsinlingshan, but 
‘the result of the rainfall there’ was 
the highest flood ever recorded on 
the Han River, Water from the north 
side of the Tsinlingshan, flowing 
through the Loho into the Yellow 
River, was also responsible for the 
disaster In Shantung and Klangsu. 

‘The Yellow River flood.—The fatal 
break this year occurred at the vil 
of Tungchuang within approximately 
100 kilometres of the so-called elbow 
near Lanfeng. The reason for the 
break is still’ not certain, as the 
water was several metres lower than 
the top of the dyke; possibly there 
were hidden faults in the earth work. 
‘The disaster was the more grave 
Decause the break, which only could 
be closed when the water was low 
in winter, took place at the very 
beginning’ of the food season. 

18,500 Cuble Metres per Second 


On the day the break occurred, 
Suly 10, the quantity of flood water 
In the Yellow River was 18,500 cuble 
metres per second. Enormous quanti- 
les of water rushed through the 
‘opening, which eventually attained a 
width ot 2% kilometres, and in the 
succeeding months between 80 per 
‘cent, and 90 per cent. of the water 
in the Yellow River escaped through

‘But regulation is possible 
only by meang of conservancy pro} 
ects conceived on a grand scale, 
involving all kinds of constructional 
eperations, and accompanied by ai 
ministrative measures affecting the 
lives of millions of people. Such 
projects will take a considerable 
time for thelr execution, 

For example, to control a river 
Wke the Yangtze, the bullding of 
dykes, though an indispensable part 
fof the river defences, is inadequate 
unless other measures are also taken, 
Space must be provided for storing, 
‘and carrying to the sea, whatever 
excess of water there may, In any 
conceivable circumstances, be in the 
river. For this, a scheme is necessary 
which treats as a unit the river, 118

New Storage Reservoirs 

Based on this information, plans 
miust be made for now storage re- 
servoirs, in the mountains, or along 
tributaries, or perhaps in areas ut 
present used for agriculture.

Astor House Established in 185! 





Settlement: Pitched Battle

‘The Astor House was established by 
Mr, P, F, Richards in 1858, two years 
after the opening of the frst bridge 
‘eros the Soochow Creek which 
Joined up the English with the | so- 
called American’ Settlement. ‘The 
Duilding was of the usual “Hong” or 
“Compradore” type of those days, “2 
tworstorled structure with deep ver- 
‘andahs, devoid of any” architectural 
Pretence, and it” remained without 
material’ change until well into the 
“Seventies.” 

‘The Bridge. or Will's Bridge, after 
the name of ‘its builder, run in line 
with the Woosung Road, and. tolls 
were charged for crossing it. Tt was 
not until 1873 that the frst” Garden 
Bridge was built, shortly preceded 
by the commutation ‘of tolls ‘which 
became an intolerable nuisance and 
for many years q source of irritation 
to the forelgn community, 

Hongkew or the American Settle- 
‘ment, as it was called. was not a 
settlement at all in the accepted 
term of the word, but simply a locality 
selected by the American missionaries 
for their work: at first they built a 
church, then they were followed by 
some “American merchants, and the 
frst American non-merchant Consul 
‘moved over from the English Settie- 
ment in 1854, 

‘And so the Anierican Settlement 
started to grow, but it was not until 
1662 that it was recognized by “the 
Chinese authorities as such, In that 
yeer its bounderies offieiaily were 
defined by the Taotal and the Amer~ 
ean Consul Seward, 

Little to Boast About 

At the time of the opening of the 
Astor House, the Ameriean Settlement 
hhad very few things to boast about, 
A drydock on the other side of "the 
Hongkew Creek, a church on the 
northwest corner of ‘the present 
Broadway and Boone road ‘and a 
dozen or 30 of foreign houses besides 
that of tho American Consular estab:

Hotel on the English side of the 
Yangkingpang Creek, “the present 
Avenue Edward Vil, but none of 
these places’ had the’ distinction of 
the Astor House which remained the: 
only hotel of repute for many years 

‘A word or two must bo said about 
the Commercial Hotel which " was| 
closed in 1858 or in the same year 
fs the Astor House was opened. ‘The 
Commercial was the successor to the 
Vietoria Hotel or simply ‘The Hotel. 
reference to which is made in the: 
“North China Herald" as far back as 
1850. “Tt had been the scheme of 
many social and, business gatherings 
{in the earliest *days of the Settle 
‘ment, and it stood on the site of the 
resent Palace Hotel, a .remarkable 
coincidence and a fact not generally 
known, 

Tn 1860 the Astor House was sold 
by Mr. Richards to Mr. Henry Smith, 
picturesque figure in the early days 
of the Settlement. ‘The “North-China 
Herald” of that, year, in its June 2 
fgue. bears an item announcing the 
‘arrival of several guests to the hotel. 

First Munletpal Map 

‘An. 1864-05 Municipal Couneil Map, 
the Arst issued after the amalgama- 
ton of the two settlements, shows the 
location of the Astor House precisely 
fon the same spot where it stands to- 
day. ‘The map of Hongkew greatly 
changed by that time, owing to the 
overflowing during’ the Taiping 
Rebellion of 1860-1863 of many 
thousands of refugees from the Eng- 
sh Settlement into the American. 

‘Several new roads appeared with 
some 4,000 newly built Chinese 
houses. ‘The population greatly in- 
creased despite of the exodus. which 
took place after.’ the rebellion was 
over, amounting to over 17,000 Chinese 
‘and 857 foreigners, exclusive of "boat.

‘A glance of the map shows that the 
Astor House had. two approaches 
from the foot of the bridge at Woo 
sung Road: one alongside the Creek, 
Jand the other from Woosung to Tien- 
dong Road and Hongkew Road which 
was the name of Broadway of to-day 
for that portion of the road up to the 
Hongkew Creek, beyond whieh It was 
‘called Broadway or Taleo. 

‘There was no road north of the| 
present Garden” Bridge, Hongkew 
Road having its start from the 
junetion of Whangpoo and Astor 
Roads of to-day. Whangpoo Road 
‘then was on the river bank. the Con- 
ular row and the wharve land which 
we see today were covered by water 
at that time. 

RI-Raff to Shanghat 

No reference to the early history’ 
lof the Astor House would be com-| 
plete without a briet sketch of Hong. 
kew, ‘The Taiping Rebellion brought, 
to Shanghai many adventurers and 
when the rebellion was over 350 of| 
them remained, "making Hongkew 
their chief abode. ‘They were run- 
away sailors, deserters and disbanded 
soldiers from General Gordon's army, 
/men of all nations and creeds, Eng: 
Ushmen. Americans, “Portuguese, 
Frenchmen and. Manilamen, armed 
for the most part with pistols and 
daggers. : 

‘A number of them found employ- 
Jment in the numerous grog shops and. 
‘gambling houses, while the remainder 
made their living chiefly by robbery. 
‘They infested the American Settle 
imentvof which the Bamboo Clty was 
their favourite haunt, making also 
regular raids on the English Seitle- 
‘ment, and many a tale was told of| 
the exploits of this fraternity in 
collusion with some most. desperate 
gangs of Cantonese,

Since this new press started, all 
the text books of primary schools 
fare compiled by the Government and 
sent to this place to be printed. 
Formerly, about $700,000 a year was 
spent on buying text books from out- 
side and now only about $200,000 is 
spent on buying these books. This 
not only saves money but the books 
compiled and printed locally are 
‘more suitable than books imported 
from other provinces. Apart from 
printing books, ‘the press in 1934 
printed about 2,000,000 copper _cent 
bills. ‘The equipment of this Press 
is very modern with a number of 
new machines such as a new Iitho- 
graphic press of German make, -a 
rotary press of American’ make, & 
notype press of English make, .0 
‘machine for cutting books on three 
sides, a three-coloured printing pres 
‘and "a numbering machine “among 
‘other devices.

Lack of Technical Personal 


A. greater difficulty than lack of 
capital will' be lack of technical per~ 
sonnel. For the plenning of the pro}- 
ects a well as thelr execution a 
very highly trained staff Is necessary. 
Extensive surveys will need to be 
made, systematic observations taken, 
‘maps. charted. The are at. present 
excellent hydraulle engineers in 
China, but their number is too few. 
Recruits could be quickly obtained, 
however, by providing thereased 
facilities’ for’ engineering courses at 
the universities 

Tn considering the advisability such 
2 programme as outlined above, It 
should be understood that the 
hydraulic conditions in China are be- 
coming definitely worse. This. Is 
shown by a study of old. chronicles, 
which contain extensive information 
on hydraulic problems. The 
maximum discharge appears to have 
considerably increased. More and 
more forests have been cut down, 
and hill-sides denuded of roots and 
Erass, causing a more rapid flow of 
rainwater and the silting up of the 
river beds, 

Another principal cause (described 
in the previous article) ig the 
encroachment by the population on 
the lake and river beds, and the 
building of the peoples’ dykes, In 
view of all these’ factors. the result, 
fn the absence of a radical and com: 
prehensive conservancy programme, 
‘wil be floods more frequent atid on a 
greater seale than China has ex- 
erlenced for many centuries. ‘This 
is true eapcelally of the Han and the 
Yellow Rivers, 

Pending large scale operations, the 
polley must be {o maintain and. im- 
Frove the existing main dykes. ‘Thelr 
strengthening will give a breathing 
space for the preparation of larger 
scheme; it would be, howover, a 
lamentable mistake to’ suppose that 
such work will by itself be suflclent.
